Ever since the first stamp for Poland in the series of Flag 
Stamps for the Overrun Nations was issued to the public, the keen 
eyes of stamp collectors have been on the watch for errors or varies 
ties which can happen so easily in stamps produced by the method 
by which this series of stamps is being printed. 

It is true that there is but little chance for error in the frame 
design of the stamps since this is an engraved job and offers little 
opportunity for error, in fact no more opportunity than would be 
offered in any of the current issues from the Bureau at Washington, 
®out not so with the colored flags

Why Bank Hofe Siamps 
Are Better Centered 
Than Bureau Printings 





Writing in the September num- 
ber of his Stamp Review, Don 
Houseworth remarks—“One thing 
must be said in favor of the Flag 
stamps. The perforating is ex- 
cellent and virtually all stamps 
that I have seen have been well 
centered. Have the privately own- 
ed bank note companies better 
equipment for this work than our 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing?” 

The statement regarding the 
perforating is of course true as we 
all admit and collectors of stamps 
of many of the Latin American 
countries whose stamps have in 
recent years been produced by the 
American Bank Note Company 
also know that as a rule those 
stamps are well centered, but 
we think there is an answer to 
this question and the answer, al- 
tho we expressly state it as a 
guess on our part may be some 
part of the explanation as to the 
“Secret Processes’ which the Bank 
Note Company claims. 

Our engraved stamps at Wash- 
ington from the old flat bed 
presses were printed on sheets 
that were moistened or dampened. 
Mr. Alvin W. Hall in an explana- 
tion regarding printing on the ro- 
tary engraving presses also states 
that this paper is dampened as it 
comes from the roll and before 
printing. Later after the printing 
the paper is gummed then passed 
through a hot oven to dry the 
gum, then rewound into rolls to 
g0 to the perforating machines. 

All this dampening, drying. 
gumming and drying tends to 
shrink the paper. Some parts of 
the paper may get a bit more 
Moisture or a bit more gum or a 
bit more heat than others which 
will result in a bit more shrink- 
age and even a tiny bit will 
throw off the perforation accur-

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First Post Office 
In City Of Chicago

In Chicago Daily News 

When Chicago was incorporated 
as a town in 1833, having ac- 
quired a population of a little 
more than 150 persons, the post 
office was established in a small 
log store at “The Forks” of the 
river, near what is now the north- 
west corner of Wacker dr. and 
Lake st. Today, just over a cen- 
tury later. Chicago possesses the 
largest post office building in the 
worid. rising to a height of 12 
stories and occupying two city 
blocks. 

Although “The Forks” station 
was not the first post office, it 
marked the first time the mail 
office at Chicago was set up in a 
public building. Before then mail 
was received in a private dwel- 
ling occupied by the first post- 
master, Jonathan N. Bailey. This 
house, located on the north bank 
of the river opposite Fort Dear- 
born, was the former home of 
John Kinzie, one of the earliest 
Chicago settlers. 

At the time the postal station 
was established in the log build- 
ing near “The Forks,” the post-- 
master was John S. C. Hogan, 
son-in-lav7 of Jonathan Bailey. 
Finding his duties as postmaster 
to be very light, Hogan also con- 
ducted a general store here. A 
partition divided the store from 
the post office. 

An historical tablet on the py- 
lon at the northwest corner of 
Wacker dr. and Lake st. explains 
that the “log store of John S. C. 
Hogan was this section’s only post 
office (in 1833)° serving settlers 
from miles around.” It adds that 
“mail was delivered once a week 
from Niles, Michigan.” At that 
time Niles was the nearest dis- 
tributing point for mail. The let- 
ters brought to, or sent from, Chi- 
cago were in mail bags carried by 
a horseman.

P We have always been ready to pass out either, handing them 
where they are deserved. When we toss a‘brickbat it is never with 
the intention of doing bodily harm but merely as a reminder that we 
are still in the game, that we are entitled to our rights as an Ameri- 
ss j. can citizen, as one of the Press and as an equal 
man to man. It is intended as a gentle reminder 
when it lands with a thud, and we would rather 
not toss them, for they are too often misunder- 
stood by those at whom they are tossed. 

Our personal inclinations are to live and let 
live, be friendly with everyone, yet we just won’t 
stand being walked over, kicked around, taken 
advantage of or overlooked entirely, thus the 
brickbats must occasionally be dropped. 

As for Bouquets, we agree perfectly with the 
Florists and with our good wife who has always 
said that if anyone wants to give her flowers, give 
them whlie she is alive and can enjoy them, she 

Geo, W. Linn’ wants none after she is dead. Flowers for the liv- 
ing is a phrase that can cause good will and good feeling whenever 
used and practiced. , 

We too enjoy bouquets and we are not averse to brickbats when 
they are tossed in a friendly manner and their tossing is justified, 
we can dodge ’em. 

Mr. Frank Morgert of Memphis, Tenn. tosses a few bouquets in 
a recent letter, he also comments on some brickbats we have tossed, 
highly approving the tossing, thus making himself a culprit and he 
asks that we hand some bouquets to some of the boys. 

Mr. Morgert says—‘“Incidentally I like the Stamp News, es- 
pecially your vigorous editorials. While I don’t always agree with 
all you write, I certainly do take my hat off to you for having the 
courage to ‘get up in meeting and speak your piece’. We need 
more of this sort of outspoken frankness, not only in philately, but 
in all other walks of life.” 

“You have heaved a few well-aimed and probably well-deserv- 
ed brickbats at some of the higher-ups in the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Could you, sometime, toss a little bouquet to the boys and 
girls in the stamp windows of our Post Office throughout the na- 
tion? After all, these are the people with whom we small collectors 
come in contact, and the chances are that these clerks would be more 
than a little surprised and pleased by any recognition and praise of 
their efforts on behalf of collectors.” 

To all of which we can heartily agree and we can also testify 
on our own account as to the genuine friendliness and good nature, 
helpfulness and all around courtesy of these men and women about 
whom Mr. Morget speaks. 

We do hear occasionally of some instances in which collectors 
berate the clerks for this or that reason but we are inclined to be- 
lieve more often than disbelieve that the collector is at fault. We 
know there are collectors who would like to walk up to the Post 
Office window these days and buy every corner block of the flag 
stamps that are in the post office and they go away beefing because 
the clerk would not let them have them. We know also that other 
collectors still think it smart if they can outsmart a stamp clerk, 
but for our own part we find these men here in Sidney, the most 
pieasant and helpful people with whom we do business. We buy 
our sheets, full sheets of the flag stamps, we do not ask for a single 
corner block, but a week or so after the stamps have been on sale 
we do go to the clerk and offer to take off his hands any remaining 
corner blocks if any, as we know they want to get rid of the surplus 
which is large because too many collectors want the corners and that 
leaves lots of broken sheets in their stock. 

We are given every courtesy at our local postoffice, we always 
were shown the same courtesy at Columbus because we never ask- 
ed or expected anything other than a fair shake on the distribution 
of anything held in limited quantity. As for light cancels on Phil- 
atele Mail, we can get it any time we ask for it, but we seldom ask 
as we have no time to run to the postoffice with every parcel and 
ask for this favor. 

A recent letter from an irate Illinois collector over heavily can- 
celed stamps came to our office. We told the collector that he was 
entitled to a better cancellation and that if his local postoffice would 
not cooperate that a letter to Washington would get results, for we 
have found the Department means what they say in offering light 
eancels for collectors. 

As for the boys and girls in the Memphis, P. O., we believe 
Mr. Morgert has found them obliging and pleasant as we have found 
them here and we are sure the same result will be found (any- 
where when a man approaches them in a fair manner and lets it be 
known by his acts and requests that he wants only a fair break 
and that he realizes that-there may be a lot of other collectors in 
his town who also expect to get some of the better pieces from the 
sheets. 

These postal clerks are just small fry, like you and me. They 
live and act like we do, their circle of friends is the same as ours, 
there is every reason why we and they can get along nicely together 
for we are of the same kind of people and all we need is be de- 
cent to one another and we will all be happy.

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Society For Collectors 
Of Essays And Proofs 
To Be Organized Soon 





Most serious collectors and 
students include essays and proofs 
as a preface to their stamp and 


numismatic collections, to show 
historically and chronologically 
the finest and most carefully 


made impressions in the brightest 
colors, to which they may com- 
pare the quantity production of 
stamps or banknotes. 

There is so little information 
available about the world’s es- 
says and proofs that many want 
to know more about them, the 
why’s, when’s and wherefore’s, 
also how they were made and by 
whom they were made, who were 
the designers and engravers, and 
above all, what and how many 
are know to exist. Study in this 
unexplored field is entrancing and 
very valuable, and now that ill- 
ustrations are permitted, these 
studies should be printed and ad- 
equately illustrated for the bene- 
fit of all philatelists and numis- 
matists. 

There was a group of about 50 
collectors who associated to pub- 
lish two numbers in 1941, of a 36 
page illustrated first class mag- 
azine, PRUEBAS Y ENSAYOS, 
Aires, Argentina. The 
contributors were all South 
Americans and naturally wrote 
about South America and it was 
published in their language. This 
effort, however, demonstrated the 
great benefits and possibilities of 
such an arganization and publica- 
tion which might print articles in 
the languages of the authors. 

There is now no existing or- 
ganization controlled by collectors 
interested in this field, that can 
afford the space and cuts required 
in their publications and main- 
tan a proper balance for their 
membership. The recent publicat- 
jon of the U. S. Adhesive Stamp 
Essay Catalog has accentuated the 
interest and demand for informa- 
tion about other essays and 
proofs. A group of 50 A. P. S. 
members formed a U. S. Essay & 
Proof Unit in 1937, which is 
granted a few pages monthly with 
a few illustrations in the Amer- 
ican Philatelist, and those in the 
vicinity of New York have held 
monthly meetings with great suc-

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cess at The Collectors Club. It is 
hoped this unit will continue. 
However, the limitations of this 
group have brought about a de- 
mand for a publication by an In- 
ternational Society of collectors 
of all essays and proofs both U. 
S. and Foreign, Philatelic and 
Numismatic, as many engravings 
were used both on paper money 
and on stamps. Those now inter- 
ested in essays and proofs will 
gradually pass on, hence a new 
continuing and growing Essay & 
Proo? Society controlled by those 
interested in this specialty is 
needed. 

The desire is to form such an in- 
corporated society and to publish 
an illustrated magazine monthly, 
or at least quarterly, of as many 
pages as the finances and adver- 
tising will permit. The dues should 
be low enough to encourage all to 
join, even those who only have 
a few proofs in their collection. 
The amount suggested is 25c per 
month or $3.00 per year with no 
initiation fee. There also should 
be local chapters and national of- 
ficers, with committees for each 
country, or group of countries, and 
to include such sections as Ad- 
hesives, Postal Stationery, Rev- 
enues and Bank Notes, etc., etc., 
and also an editor and business 
manager of the magazine. Possi- 
bly annual conventions and ex- 
hibitions will be held, and of 
course a list of members’ and 
their specialities will be publish- 
ed. A constitution and by-laws 
should be adopted similar to those 
of existing societies. 

Hugh M. Clark, Editor of 
Scott’s U. S. Catalog which lists 
Proofs, has suggested that this so- 
ciety appoint a Catalog Committee 
to submit and suggest annually 
the listings of proofs to be cata- 
loged by Scott’s Publications and 
they will reprint a.separate sec- 
tion of the Proof Catalog for our 
members. 

An Organization Committee is 
soliciting your cooperation and in- 
terest in this project. The mem- 
bors should meet in October to 
form a permanent organization. 
It is suggested that all officers 
be coilectors, not dealers. 

We sincerely trust to have the 
pleasure of your cooperation and 
cordially invite you to join this 
Society.

New Scott Catalogue 
Shows Advance Prices 
In Old And New Issues 


Sorry indeed will be those col- 
lectors who have not obtained 
their 1944 annual Scott Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalogue for this 
years edition probably contains 
more price changes than has been 
found in any year for many years 
past. The present trend of the 
market is upward, has been up- 
ward for some months past and 
this is well demonstrated by the 
advances in the new catalogue, 
the part one section for United 
States, British Colonies and the 
Americas which is now at hand. 
The volumes comes in a pleasing 
red cover which indicates a lot 
of hot information within its 
pages. 

Starting right in with our lov- 
able 1847’s prices are hiked on 
choice used copies of both stamps, 
other price advances show all 
through for the more popular 
stamps and especially those which 
are and have been highly studied 
or specialized. When we get up 
the Columbians, substantial 
advances are noted in some of 
these. The Louisiana Purchase set 
remains stagnant for some reason, 
the Omaha show substantial ad- 


Lincoln takes a cut while the 
Alaska-Yukon also takes a cut in 
the Imperf. variety, the Hudson- 
Fulton perf. goes up 5c and stands 
still for the Imperf. Other ad- 
vaces and some cuts reflect the 
current demand. Naturally the 
later Commems all stand about as 
they were for this material always 
priced high at the start as it must 
carry a price of about double face 
to make it worth stocking and it 
takes a few years for these prices 
to begin to move upward. Best 
indications of values on this class 
of material is wholesale prices on 
used which are advancing. Only 
a short few months ago used 
copies ef all the recent 3c com- 
mems were in the market at 20c 
per 100 or less, today there are 
offers of 25c and more for these 
same stamps. 

The Airmails show some ad- 
vances in the more wanted items. 

Much new material in revenu- 
es is listed and we find the 
War Savings stamps of the cur- 
rent issues as well as the old 1917 
issues listed. Scott omits pictures 
of these stamps although recent 
orders from the Treasury Depart- 
ment authorized publication of 
pictures under the same general 
plans as for postage stamps. 

Ne note advances in the better 
British Colonial sets of recent 
years and the current market on 
these has been stiffening. 

The new catalogue is of course 
most useful for the listing of the 
new stamps which have appeared

is to be printed. This means a 
page of type, an actual photo- 
graph from life or a photograph 
of a drawing. This photograph is 
transferred by a special process 
on to a thin plate of zine which 
is highly polished. This thin 
plate of zine is placed on a cyl- 
inder on the offset press. 

The zine plate is treated as 
lithograhpie stones were formerly 
treated so that the ink rollers 
will ink only the matter to be 
printed. The zine plate after be- 
ing inked then transfers what- 
ever may be on the plate to a 
rubber blanket which is stretch- 
ed tightly around another cylin- 
drical roller on the offset press. 
The impression then transfers or 
“offsets” on to the paper which is 
the finished product. 

Without regard to so called se- 
cret processes used by the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Company it is 
my belief that their method of 
printing these flag stamps is 
merely the new Lithographic Off- 
set Process as explained above. 
There are however many oppor- 
tunities for flaws or small er- 
rors, specks of color etc.. to show 
up in printing of this style. 

When the original transfer is 
made to the zine plate it must be 
thoroughly inspected to see that 
nothing is there except what is 
to be printed. It would be easy 
for a slight slip to be made in a 
transfer which would result in 
the doubling of all or part of 
the matter that is being trans- 
ferred to the zinc plate. This 
would necessitate a complete new 
transfer. It is at this point that 
I will hazard my guess as to how 
these Double Nofway Prints 
may have occurred. 

I would naturally believe that 
in transferring to the plates for 
producing the flag stamps that 
the transfers for each color would 
be made of the complete sheets 
of 50 stamps or possibly of panes 
of 100 for two panes of 50 are 
printed at one time, so we are 
told. 

However if transfers were 
made of the complete color then 
the color in which the name of 
the country is printed would nat- 
urally carry with it the color that 
goes into the flag as well as the 
color that is in the word for the 
name of the country. In this in- 
stance the red of the flag of 
Norway plus the red word Nor- 
way would be transferred in a 
single transfer. 

However, in these stamps, the 
doubling shows only in the word 
Norway and not in the color of 
the flag. Can it therefore be pos- 
sible, and I see no other way that

fer for the color in the flag was 
in one transfer and that the trans- 
fer for the word NORWAY was 
in a seperate transfer by itself. 
A slight slip in this transfer 
would result in a double print- 
ing of the word NORWAY and 
show no doubling in the color of 
the flag. If both were transferred 
together, a slight slip showing 
the doubling in NORWAY would 
also show doubling in the red of 
the flag which is not apparent. 

The sharp eyes of any good off- 
set pressman should note this 
doubling as he watches the sheets 
come through the press. How- 
ever it is my belief that this er- 
ror was not noted immediately 
but that quite a few sheets may 
have been printed or possibly on- 
ly a very few, leastwise it is evi- 
dent that some sheets so printed 
were not destroyed as we have 
the stamp to prove that, but it is 
evident that not many got out 
else the keen eyes of the stamp 
collectors in other parts of the 
country would have nuvted this 
error. 

Perhaps now that the variety 
is mentioned we may have news 
of other finds of this variety for 
certainly every Norway stamp in 
the hands of a stamp collector 
who reads this story will be given 
a close scrutiny. 

As stated before the doubling 
which appears in some cases to 
be almost a triple transfer shows 
most clearly on the center verti- 
cal row of the sheet, the stamps 
at either side of the center row 
show the doubling less pronoun- 
ced while the left outer row 
barely show a trace of defective 
transferring. 

Perhaps we may find out just 
how this variety could happen. 
Photographs of the stamp as well 
as a block of six of the stamps 
have been sent the American 
Bank Note Company with a re- 
quest that they explain, if pos- 
sible. Should there be anv first 
class lithographic Offset Press- 
men among our readers we wouid 
welcome a letter from them giv- 
ing their.theory of this misprint.
